Dulles the Man: He 
Underestimated His

tim es of John F o ster Dulles.

WASHINGTON (A P )-J o h n Fos­ 


ter Dulles thought in big term s 


and often talked in big term s. 
He did not underestim ate him­ 
self. He had, and radiated, a se­ 
rene confidence that the ship of 
state would sail w*ell if he was in 
charge of the navigating. 


“ When is Dulles going to quit?” 
was a question frequently put to 
State 
D epartm ent 
correspondents 
in the middle years of Dulles’ re ­ 
gime. 


• When they carry him out in a 
coffin,” was the usual answer, as 
accurate as it was. callous. 
Dulles didn’t quit until he knew 
he was too ill to go on. And even 
from his sickbed he continued to 
c o u n s e l President Eisenhower, 
who visited him frequently, and 
State D epartm ent officials who al­ 
so cam e to see him. 


Dulles 
cam e 
to power— and it 
was real. H-bomb era power that 
he wielded, not just advice to the 
White House—on a tide of optim­ 
ism. 


Think back to 1953. The Korean 
W ar was 
still 
going on, to no­ 
body’s 
satisfaction. 
H arry 
Tru­ 
m an’s 
secretary 
of 
state, 
Dean 
Acheson, was under attack from 
all sides. The cold w ar was smol­ 
dering like an imminent volcano. 
It could 
have 
been 
argued—and 
was—that the tim e had com e for 
a change. 


Dulles was in the thick of the 
1952 
presidential 
cam paign. 
He 
blasted the Truman-Acheson poli­ 
cy as negative and even im m oral. 
He 
said 
“ containm ent” 
of com ­ 
munism 
behind 
its existent bor­ 
ders was not enough. There had 
to be, he said, a new dynam ic ap­ 
proach. And he was eager to sup­ 
ply it. 


Political sides m ay change but 
the cruel facts of life go on. Im ­ 
partial observers 
have noted 
no 
great shift of A m erican 
foreign 
policy 
since 
Dulles 
took 
office. 
With the one big exception that, 
since 
1953, 
no 
A m erican 
soldier 
has been involved in a shooting 
w ar. 


There have been near m isses. 
Dulles has been assailed by Dem­ 
ocratic critics for “ brinkmanship” 
— for bringing his country danger­ 
ously close to w ar. Some of these

White Sox. 
That 
pushed 
Cleveland 
two 
gam es ahead of the second place 
White Sox and put F errarese in 
the record book as the fifth pitch- j 
er to hit three two-baggers in a 
nine-inning game and the first to 
do it in 36 ysears. 
The 
White Sox second white­ 
washing in three gam es left them 
just a half gam e ahead of Balti­ 
m ore's third place Orioles, who 
defeated Washington 6-5. Detroit 
stayed on the move with a 9-5 vic­ 
tory over K ansas City, and Boston 
stopped it skid by pounding the 
New York Yankees deeper into 
the cellar 12-2. 
F errarese. a month shy of his 
30th birthday, had the only hit off 
Chicago right-hander Dick Dono­ 
van 
for four innings. 
Then he 
cracked the shutout duel in the 
fifth with his second double, scor­ 
ing Woody Held, who had singled, 
and scored himself when Jim Pier- 
sall followed with a double.
